Will Discuss 
Methods, Problems 

Toronto, October 2.— (CUP)- 
Threc ranking professional journal- 
ists have accepted invitations of the 
Varsity Press Club at Toronto Uni 
verslty to discuss methods and 
problems peculiar to particular 
phases of the profession. Lectures 
will be given to students with 
journalistic ambitions. 

Hugh Kenner. editor-in-chief of 
'The Varsity", disclosed- today that 
H. Napier Moore, Editor of Mac- 
lean's Magazine and editorial di- 
rector of the Maclean-Hunter Pub- 
lishing Company Ltd., will deal 
with the magazine field, while Ro- 
nald A. McEachern, one-time mem- 
ber of "The Varsity" staff and 
editor of the "Financial Post," is 
scheduled to discuss business news- 
papers.' 

John Elson, associate editor of 
"Industrial Canada" and one-time 
lecturer to the University of Tor- 
onto extension course in Journalism, 
is expected to open the series with 
a discussion of journalism in gen- 
eral, as editor Kenner expressed 
the wish that a comprehensive pic- 
ture of the profession of Journalism 
be given before going into the de- 
tails of any particular phase of the 
profession. Editor Kenner stated his 
belief that Mr. Elson's extensive 
experience in Toronto and abroad 
would help him begin the discus- 
sions on the right note. 

The Varsity Press Club Is meant 
first for students who have serious 
journalistic ambitions,' and only 
students who have proved their 
ability to meet the Varsity's stand- 
ards for reporting and writing will 
be eligible to become members of 
the staff.

The Kitchen of Tomorrow 



Revolutionary Ideas Introduced 
In Kitchen of Glass and Plastic

Thai what was- good enough for 
our mothers is not good enough for 
us is indubitably proven by the 
Kitchen of Tomorrow, now on dis- 
play on the fourth floor of Eaton's. 
It is a peek at some revolutionary 
ideas, which will become a reality 
when the modern woman realizes 
that here is a practical opportunity 
to escape the servitude which has 
traditionally occupied at least one 
third of her time with routine 
household tasks. - 

The elaborate silver service and 
the family plate, which require 
constant care and maintenance, 
will be' as incongruous In the. home 
of 1960 as the wood stove of our 
grandmother's day would be in our 
kitchen's today, for the keynote of 
the kitchen of Tomorrow is simpli- 
fied living. Large homes and many 
possessions are out of fashion, gone 
with the maids and cooks of an- 
other era. 

The walls of tomorrow's kitchen 
are occupied by wall storage cup- 
boards and windows which are de- 
signed in insulated glass. Storm 
windows are therefore eliminated. 
There are no lighting fixtures, all 
lighting being contained in the var- 
ious units of the kitchen, such as 
the china cabinet, stove, sink, etc. 
A counter running around two sides 
of the kitchen provides storage 
space beneath it, and the sink, stove 
and oven are all incorporated in 
this counter, drugstore style. The 
top of the counter, formed by the 
covers of these units, is additional 
work space. In these units, and

throughout the kitchen white wood- 
work has been eliminated, and In 
its place, plywood treated with 
plastic, which docs not burn, scratch 
or stain, has been substituted. It 
needs no painting, washing or other 
care except an occasional waxing, 
and since the stove, sink, counter- 
tops, refrigerator and wall storage 
cabinets are covered with it, there 
will be ho maintenance in the kit- 
chen of tomorrow. 

The adjoining dinette is separat- 
ed from the kitchen by a horizon- 
tal refrigerator, whose tabletop is 
all extra work space, and by a 
china cabinet which 1b placed up- 
right at one end of the refrigerator 
The dinette features a table which 
folds up against the wall, its un- 
derside forming an attractive wall 
decoration. Three picture windows 
occupy the wall space not consum- 
ed by the storage cabinets, which 
are equipped with glass sliding 
doors. The refrigerator, complete- 
ly glass-fronted, contains the much 
advertised home freezing unit, and 
is accessible from both the kitchen 
and the dining room, so that, once 
seated at a meal, there is no neces- 
sity to leave the table for the 
chilled dessert, or salad. 

The sink, which Is completely 
covered when not In use has Its 
own lighting element, which comes 
on automatically when the cover 
Is raised. One side of the sink is 
the welcome garbage disposal unit, 
which chews up waste material and 
sends it safely down the drain. A 
foot pedal operates the hot and

On several occasions we have expressed our 
desire to see Dawson College become and remain 
an integral part of McGill University. Our argu- 
ment has been that no university can afford to 
allow itself to bo split up into separate disjointed 
groups and still preserve a united university 
spirit. 

Dawson Collge is a new venture in the history 
of this university and we hope that the situation 
arising from its inauguration will be dealt with 
cempetently by the students. As we have pointed 
out, action must come soon, or else separatism 
will become an accepted evil at St. Johns. 

At McGill we have already witnessed such a 
state of affairs once. For many years we have 
had a branch-college at Ste. Anne de Bellevue, 
Macdonald College, the Agricultural School of 
McGill the School for Teachers and the House- 
hold Science School. Yet, although these three 
branches of college education which are taught 
there hardly anyone at McGill knows anything 
about' Macdonald. In tho McGill Handbook, 
which is published by our Students' Society, no 
mention is made that Macdonald even exists. 
The few students who do know something about 
this college regard it as "the school for hicks 
at St. Anne, "This is indeed a most deplorable 
state of affairs. Not only does it show a good 
deal of narrow-mindedpes on our part, but it 
seems almost inconceivable that in our country, 
where agriculture 1b ope of the most important 
factors of economic life those who study for the 
improvement of that science should not be honor- 
ed instead of disregarded. 

The result of years of negligence on our part 
has been, that Macdonald has gone ahead with 
its own student organization, that they publish 
their own newspaper the Failt-Ye Times and 
that judging from conversations with several 
members of Macdonald College, they feel entirely 
separate from McGill. 

In order to help remedy this situation, The 
Daily will devote several columns of one of the 
forthcoming issues to a detailed account of Mac- 
donald College so that students here will at 
least be informed about their Ste. Anne branch. 
Following this, it is hoped to send some copies of 
The Daily to Macdonald in the hope that their 
interest in the main campus will also be revived. 
From then on it is up to the student bodies of 
the two campi to take action. Through their 
representatives on the Students' Executive Coun- 
cil, the students of this campus can ask for im- 
mediate action in regard to a closer collaboration 
^"tween Montreal and Ste. Anne.

"To write good literature is genius 
and 99V£% hard work," a great writer once said. 
There arc preciously few people in the world 
who ever write 'good literature.' But there 
would be many more if the many who feel the 
urge to write would only take the trouble to 
apply themselves with energy to that task.

cold water, and the temperature of 
the water which comes out of the 
single ta? may be regulated by a 
small dial. Although a dishwasher 
was not available, room has been 
left for it in the planned kitchen 

The stove is actually the greatest 
departure from present mode'ls In 
the Kitchen. It contains a built-in 
electric beater, two deep wells for 
steaming foods, and all pots and 
pans have lost their present shape, 
are oblong in form and are built 
into the stove. The four burner 
gas stove has vanished; here is the 
electric fireless cooker. Stove and 
oven covering arc transparent, and 
remain so. Tere are enough pots to 
cook a large meal for several per- 
sons and they are all removable. 
The largest pot, which has an eight 
gallon capacity, serves as the 
famous pressure cooker. The wafle 
iron, grill, and toaster, are all built 
into the stove. 

The prime time-saver is a new 
idea, built along the lines of our 
old-fashioned tea wagons. It is a 
serving wagon, which contains 
table linen, china and cutlery suf 
ficlent to set the table. The pots 
from the stove fit into their own 
niches in the serving wagon, which 
is also heated from beneath, and 
trays lower still carry cake and 
miscellaneous dishes to the table, 
and dirty dishes away from it. The 
whole rolls easily between the kit 
chen and dinette, and occupies its 
own place in the kitchen -when not 
in use. 

The kitchen of tomorrow will be 
presided over by the college wo- 
man of today. It will drastically 
modify domestic duty, which is de- 
manded by the stepped up pace of 
modern living. The modern woman 
may more feasibly continue to ful- 
fil the responsibilities which have 
been accrued to her within the last 
few years.
